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1 . The amendment filed Marcli 16, 2009 lias been entered. 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

Tliis application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
Group I, claim(s) 1-9 and 1 1-20, drawn to a device or method for measuring dynamic 
matrix sensitivity of an inertial sensor. 

Group II, claim(s) 10, drawn to a device for measuring dynamic matrix sensitivity of an 
inertial sensor. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups 1-2 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Group 1 as expressed in claims 1-9, 11-18 and 20 require the special technical feature 
of a laser interferometer which is not required in Group 2. 

Group 1 as expressed in claim 19 requires the step of finding dynamic matrix sensitivity 
form the correspondence of output vectors to unified input vectors which is not required 

in Group 2. 

Group 2 requires the data processing unit to convert the motion into values in a 
predetermined coordinate system which is not required at least in base claims 1 and 19 
in Group 1 . 

4. In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
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5. The delay in making this requirement is regretted. It is noted however that 
restriction/election of species/lack of unity requirements may be made at any time 
during prosecution when believed appropriate. Applicant's arguments in regard to the 
last office action will be evaluated upon election.
